There are many theories concerning 
this very important subject. Some 
seem to think that the term applies 
only to this earth. That hell is what 
¢ men create by their own evil deeds, 
‘ conscience, hell in the heart ete. This 
is a suggestion of Satan for the pur- 
pose of quieting men in their sins and 
finally defeating God’s plan to save 
them. : 

We are sure that if it were not for 
the fear of the penitentiary or other 
serious punishments, wicked men and 
| crime would overrun this country. 

God has ordained that there shall 
be a penalty inflicted for crime and 
rebellion against His law. It cannot 
be changed, it is as immutable as God 
Himself. 

Hell In Three Phases 

We will now turn to the subject 
proper. We consider that hell is repre- 
sented in three phases viz. Sheol 
Gehenna and Tararus. We desire to 
take these up separately. First we will 
consider hell under the form “Sheol.’ 
This is a Hebrew word meaning the 
place of detention of disembodied 
spirits. This place is referred to by 
Paul as a prison. This prison former- 
ly had two large rooms, upper and 
lower. The spirits of just men went to 
the upper room and the spirits of 
wicked men went to the lower. This 
upper room is where Abraham and 
Lazarus were. It is also where abode 
Isaac and Jacob. God said that He is 
the God of Abraham, Isaac and Jacob 
and that He is not the God of the 
dead, but of the living, thus showing 
that if God is the God of Abraham, 
Isaac and Jacob they were living in 
some place. At the time referred to 
by Jesus, Abraham was in the upper 
room of Sheot. 

Jacob while in mourning about his 
son Joseph, and would not be com- 
forted said that he would go down to 

* Sheol to him mourning. Jacob believ- 
q ed that Joseph’s body had been de- 
| voured by wild beasts, he,.did not 
lieve that his son’s body was in the 
grave and that his spirit was resting 
| with his body, but he believed that 

3 Joseph’s spirit was in the upper ome 
4 cet, of Sheol and because of his own g00 
ne life he expected to meet his son in 
that place reserved for righteous 
4 spirits. 
HK A Place of nynapnal eee 
cob did not expect to ge - 
Pag a se his great trial and burden 
until he arrived in Sheol. 

Abraham said to the rich man con- 
cerning Lazarus “now he is comfort- 
ed.” His comfort consisted of being a 
bossom companion of Abraham. It al- 
so consisted of being direct the op- 
posite to the evil things he suffered 
while in the world when he was poor, 
ragged, sick and sore. having no 
friends, none to love him. What a con- 
trast! no pain or suffering in any 

ner whatever. 
wo referring to Sheol as para- 
dise, said to the thief, “This day shalt 
thou be with me in paradise.” That 
very day the spirit of the thief accom- 
panied the Spirit of Jesus to that place 
of pleasure, rest and comfort. Para- 
dise is of Persian origin and wa® look- 
ed upon as being a garden of flowers. 
a delightsome place, a park or pleas- 

nd. 

“li ae righteous spirits since ; the 
first Adam to the second Adam were 
there. They were fully conscious and 
because of this had a_ delightsome 
time together. They were prisoners of 
hope, not prisoners of despair and suf- 
fering. They were doubtless looking 
forward with sweet anticipation of 
the time that they could sing the 
psalm, “Lift up your heads, O ye

There is not a verse in the Bible that 
we Church of God people quote more 
than this one.

Reasons for Believing There is a Heaven

“I go to prepare a piace fo: you.” 
Jno. 13:2. 

Ist. Because the human soul has al- 
ways longed for such a place. Paul 
said at 2d Cor. 5:8 “We are willing 
to be absent from the body and to be 
present with the Lord.” 

Paul said in Phil. 1:23 that he had a 
desire to depart and be with the Lord. 
Ist Pet. 1:4 “An inheritance incorrup- 
tible and undefiled and that fadeth 
not away reserved in heaven for you.” 

Heb. 13:14. “For we have no con- 
tinuing city, but we seek one to come.” 
There is a story told of an old heath- 
en named Cleombrotus who read 
these great arguments of Plato about 
heaven and he went and threw himself 
down from a precipice that he might 
die and enter on that blessed life. 

2d.—Because the soul has always 
felt there was such a place. When 
the soul gets tired of philosophy and 
argument it can just turn back and 
commune with itself and deep within 
itself it hears a voice as gentle and as 
unmistakable as an evening zephyr 
which says it must be so. That is the 
instinct of Heaven that God planted 
in every soul. 

Like the little boy flying the kite 
and though it was out of sight some- 
one asked him how he knew it was 
there and his answer was, “I know 
it is there for I feel the pull and tug 
of it.” I know there is a Heaven. I 
feel the pull and tug of it in the soul. 

3d.—Because the human soul needs 
just such a place. The best develop- 
ments of this life are only fragmen- 
tary and the soul needs another life 
in order to go on to perfection. Sir 
Isaac Newton had a mind that could 
master the profoundest truths as 
easily as the average men could mas- 
ter A B C’s, and one day some one 
complimented him on his vast learn- 
ing, and don’t you remember his hum- 
ble reply? He said “I seem to be only 
a child, picking up a few pebbles on 
the shore while the great ocean of 
truth stretches unexploreg before me. 
Think of the mysteries that are yet to 
be unravelled and the riddles yet to 
be solved and then a great many 
never have a chance to develop. Their 
intellect has been hampered by dis- 
eased bodies, some of them have been 
what Tennyson calls “forbidden build- 
ers” dying almost before they got 
started. Keats died when he was only 
22 years of age and Raphael the un- 
rivalled artist at 37 years. Others 
have been denied the opportunity by 
the force of circumstances. What 
chance has a child who grows up in a 
home of sin. They know nothing but 
sin in all its blighting influence, their 
senses are dulled from their earliest 
recollection by its awful blight and 
if after accepting Jesus: as their per- 
sonal Savior there are some things 
that will cling to them still. The soul 
needs Heaven and Heaven alone can 
finish out what life must leave un- 
finished here. 

4th.—Because justice demands a 
place like Heaven. Things are not 
fixed up right down here. God had 
them fixed just right in the first 
place, but man, like the fool he has 
always been, mixed himself in and 
upset the whole thing. The whole 
business is out of balance and if all 
the heaven a man gets, and all the 
hell a man gets is what he gets right 
here on this earth (as some of these 





sordid-minded, sin-loving, moral per- 
verts claim), I’d like to know where 
justice comes in. 

Nero and Borgia and other tyrants 
have set on tnrones while godly 
saints have been sent to the dungeon, 
the scaffold and the flames. If there 
is no heaven, what recompense did 
Paul have for the stones and stripes 
that stung Him well nigh to death 
and for the ax that chopped off his 
head, or Savanorola for the flames 
that licked up his blood on the square 
of San Marco close by the palace and 
the church? Is it justice that Savan- 
orola and Wycliffe and Huss should 
die the martyr’s death and not re- 
ceive the martyr’s reward? Is it jus- 
tice that Nero and Dio-cletian should 
throw Christians to the lions and 
wade in innocent blood and not suf- 
fer for their crimes? Shall the Son of 
God be crucified and not be exa ted. 
Justice steps in and has a word to say. 

5th.—I believe there is a Heaven, 
because God says there is. I would 
rather have God’s Word about any- 
thing than all the opinions of all the 
philosophers and_ scientific digni- 
taries in the world and _ especially 
when they try to tell me something 
that conflicts with God’s Holy Word 
and try to make me believe that God 
meant something else other than 
what He plainly said. 

Jesus had a good deal to say about 
Heaven and what He talked a great 
deal about we surely have a right 
to preach about. He said “I go to 
prepare a place for you.” Also He 
said “In my Father’s house are many 
mansions.” He saiq “Rejoice because 
your names are written in heaven.” 
Then in Hebrew we read “We have 
no continuing city, but we seek one 
to come.” Then, I guess these five 
reasons given should be enough to 
convince us that there is a Heaven. 

Heaven Is a Place 

Jesus said “I go to prepare a place 
for you.” Cannon Farrar wrote a book 
once and called it “Eternal Hope.” It 
is long on surmise and short on logic. 
He says “Heaven is to be something 
rather than ‘to go somewhere.’” Well 
it is to be something, it is a  condi- 
tion, sure, it is a state of mind and 
heart, but it is more. If Jesus went 
anywhere, He must have gone some- 
where. He could not go nowhere, then 
where is nowhere? Heaven is a place. 
Of course you could not be in a place 
without being in a condition, and I 
am sure the condition you are in is 
more important than the place and it 
would be better for a man to be in 
hell if he could keep the proper spirit 
in him there than to be in Heaven 
and have the mind of the qevil in 
him. Some people would not be fit for 
Heaven, if they were allowed to get 
in. “I go to prepare a place for you.” 
That is what He said. In my*Father’s 
house are many mansions and they 
are just as real as your home down 
here and you can trust God to make 
good on His promise. 

Heaven Is a Prepared Place 

Some may say, “Well, He will have 
to prepare a big place.” I say, well He 
has plenty of room. We think this old 
earth is a tremendous big place and it 
is, looking at if from a human point 
of view, but it is so small in God’s 
realm, it is a wonder He has not for- 
gotten it. If you could take an auger

and bore a hole into the sun and 
one 
into it and still have room for 4,900,- 
000 moons to lie around the ins‘de 
edge. That is tremendous, but some 
of the fixed stars like Alpha Centaura 
are five times larger than the sun. 
Science claims that Neptune is twenty- 
five times larger than this earth 
in which we live. He’s close to three 
billion miles away and you cannot 
see him unless you climb Mt. Hamil- 
ton and look through the lick  tele- 
scope or go to Lake Geneva and 
point that powerful Yerkes telescope 
with its forty inch diameter lens at 
him. Well, if that is true, how large 
do you suppose that beautiful star, 
Lyra is. which is 100,000 times far- 
ther away than Neptune? and too you 
can see it with your own naked eye. 
God has plenty of space. How far 
away do you suppose the sun is? If 
you could charter a fast train and 
hit it off at a clip of 60 miles an 
hour, it would take you 177 years to 
get to the sun. Figure it out and it 
makes the sun 93,000,000 miles from 
where we are now. Some distance! 
But listen, there is Mercury pearest 
to the sun, whizzing around her orbit 
at the rate of 109, 000 miles an hour. 
They say the closer to the sun they 
are, the faster they go. No speed limit 
up there, and the General Traffic 
Manager is onto his job—they do not 
have any smash-ups. 

Then in the evening, if you will look 
in the Southwest you will see Venus. 
He is called the most beautiful star 
seen by the naked eye and he is 
about 35,000000 miies farther out 
than Mercury. He swings around the 
sun once in 224 days and when he 
gets on the other side he is nearly 
twice as far from the earth as is 
the sun. They claim Jupiter is three 
times as large as all the other planets 
put together. He is 1,250 times larger 
than the earth, but turns on his axis 
every ten hours, that is 47 miles a 
second. Going some, isn’t it? If you 
lived in Jupiter and wanted to go to 
the sun and you could charter a fast 
train and run 50 miles an hour, it 
would take you nine centuries to get 
there. Well, you say, that is some 
distance! Oh no. Saturn, they say, is 
790,000,000 miles from the earth at 
the nearest point. They say the shell 
from a 13 inch gun travels at the rate 
of 15 miles a minute, and if a modern 
gun could fire a projectile far enough 
at that rate, it would take it 111 
years to drop down on the shores of 
that far away prodigious luminary. 

Then, there is Uranus, 64 times 
larger than the earth and more than 
twice as far away as Saturn, 1,800,- 
000,000 miles. 

It is claimed if you could take an 
areoplane and sail 100 miles an hour, 
it would take you 3,000 years to get 
to Neptune. He is 2,780,000 000 miles 
away. You do not know how much a 
billien is. If you would count 100 a 
minute, it would take you 19 years 
to count a billion counting day and 
night. Ah, God is not cramped for 
room. Jesus said, “In my Father’s 
house are many mansions.” 


Neptune is nearly 3,000,000,000 
miles away, but Alpha Centaura is 
250,000 times farther away than the 
sun and the North Star is 14 times 
farther away than Alpha Centaura. 
If you had an areoplane system op- 
erating to the North Star and you 
paid 2 1-2 cents a mile, it would’ only 
cost you eight trillion, nine hundred 
billion dollars and making 100 miles 
an hour, whieh is very easy for an 
aeroplane, it would take you 409,000,- 
000 to arrive there. 

The light from Alpha Centaura is 
four years old when it gets to us and 
light travels at the rate of 192,000 
miles a second. Talk about room, in 
my Father’s house are many man- 
sions. Who conceived all this and 
brought it into existence? God. It is 
disgusting to hear some little old 
“yeller-livered, pigmy, puny, pusillani- 
mous infidel’ disputing about God’s

love is one of the signs that will fol- 
low them that believe. Almost every- 
thing go by signs—the lighthouse, 
the signals on the. ramrroad, and many 
more are just signs to guide to 
safety. If we make it through, we will 
have to go by His Word which is our 
guide to safety. 

When we want something in the 
line of clothing we look for the sign, 
“Drygoods.” We would not think of 
going to the drug store for clothing. 
If we wanted some hardware, we 
would not go to the drygoods store 
but where there was a sign “Hard- 
ware.” If we went to the hardware 
store and called for some hardware, 
and the keeper would say, “This is 
not a hardware store,” we would tell 
him to take his sign down. There are 
too many Church members who have 
the wrong sign out. If you are a 
Christian, display the sign of Christ. 

When we walk down the street and 
see the signs in front of the store, 
we expect to fing just what they are 
advertising. So if the Church of God 
mothers let their girls wear the signs 
of the harlot we must expect them 
to be looked on as harlots. If they 
go on the street with their bodies 
exposed as the harlot on the _ red 
light district, we must expect men to 
look on them as harlots, but when 
men see them in these garbs and 
insult them, we want them put in 
jail. But the best way to keep some- 
one from insulting daughter, is to 
have her take down the sign. 

I have often thought that if some 
of our good Church of God mothers 
could go to the places where our 
styles come from and see who it is 
that get them out, they would have 
our precious girls to take in their 
signs, for we are living sign boards. 
Paul says in 2 Cor. 3:2, “Ye are our 
epistle written in our hearts, known 
and read of all men.” 

Wie see Paul said that all men were 
reading us, so let us put off the signs 
of the world and begin to display the 
signs of godliness, so that people may 
see our good works and be constrain- 
ed to follow Jesus. There are many 
wrong signs. Confusion is not a sign 
of godliness, for Jesus is not the 
author of confusion but of peace. Paul 
says in Rom. 14:19, “Let us therefore 
follow after the things that make for 
peace.” Then if you have the sign 
of confusion up, take it down and put 
up the sign of peace. If we would get 
as busy seeking for the things that 
make peace as we are looking for 
someone’s taults, the Church we love 
so well would take on new strength 
and mount up, and the world would 
wonder at the signs and wonders that 
would be wrought by the power of 
our God. 

You and [I would see the signs of 
Mark, that we have been preaching 
so long, being done. The sick would 
be healed, the blinded eyes opened, 
the deaf ears unstopped, sinners 
would come crying, what shall I do 
to be saved. We are leaving off too 
many things we know to do and God 
is not pleased with us. There are 
many things we know that are good 
and we just leave them off. We as 
the Church of God, believe in tithes; 
we say that it is God’s plan to keep 
His ministers on the field, but there 
are many who will not pay tithes. 

The sinners know these things and 
are reading you. When we fail to pay 
tithes they say we don’t believe in 
our own Church, and where is your 
influence? Remember they are read- 
ing you. Where is your sign? Some 
say it is good to pay tithes but don’t 
pay them. James says in James 4:17, 
“Therefore to him that knoweth to 
do good and doeth it not, to him it 
is sin.” Some will say that Jesus did 
not say pay tithes, but He said give 
to Caesar the things that are Caesar’s, 
and to God the things that are God’s. 
In Leviticus we find that the tithes 
are the Lord’s. Lev. 27:30, “And all 
the tithe of the land whether of the 
seed of the land, or the fruit of the 
tree, is the Lord’s; it is holy unto 
the Lord.”

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A TWO-FOLD REST 





Robert Hill. 


“Come unto me all ye that labor, 
and are heavy laden, and I will give 
you rest. Take my yoke upon you, 
and learn of me; for I am meek and 
lowly in heart: and ye shall find rest 
unto your souls.” Matt. 11:28, 29. 

Here is the second rest. Now to 
make this subject more impressive I 
wish to call attention to another read- 
ing found in Heb. 4:1. “Let us there- 
fore fear, lest a promise being left 
us of entering into his rest, any of 
you should seem to come short of it.” 
Both texts come from fields of New 
Testament truth. The first one is an 
invitation from the blessed Christ to 
the hungry, thirsty, famishing souls 
gathered around Him at the base of 
the beautiful mountains of Palestine. 
The second one is a warning to be- 
lievers concerning the second rest as 
mentioned in the first of the danger 
in neglecting to enter into this second 
rest. 

The theme of this text of which I 
call your attention, is “HIS rest.” 
Surely this text is of great import- 
ance to all, and is worthy of earnest, 
prayerful consideration. There is 
much unrest and dissatisfaction all 
around us, in the annals of the Church 
and out of it. Surely, surely God has 
prepared a remedy, for He does not 
mock us, but promises His people 
that they shall be abundantly satis- 
fied. The Scripture speaks of three 
rests, the first one in the text 1s to 
the penitent sinner, the second is 
promised to his disciples, and after 
this second rest His yoke is easy and 
His burden is light. Then He speaks 
of the third rest, to those who die in 
the Lord, whose works do follow 
them. Here is the rest for the glori- 
fied saints. It is not my purpose in 
this message to give attention to the 
first rest received at pardon, nor to 
the “REST received in Glory, but the 
much needeq REST which God has 
promised to the struggling believer. 

In the experience of every justified 
believer there is a further need of 
cleansing from that troublesome 
something that causes unrest, and 
dissatisfaction. The least degree of 
carnality, so long as it continues with- 
in there never can be a perfect con- 
tinuous, abiding REST in the heart. 

We may, and will, have seasons of 
rest, refreshing ang blessing and be 
genuinely happy, and yet not go a 
day’s length until we find the same 
old unrest in the heart. We may have 
a good home, plenty of money and a 
good time in this world with a good 
standing in society and yet have un- 
rest within. We may belong to the 
Church, be on the official board, give 
of our means to support the Gospel, 
be faithful in attending divine wor- 
ship, have a love for God and true 
interest in the affairs of the Church 
and yet have an unsatisfied heart. 
Yea, we may teach in the Sunday 
School, take part in the leagues, be- 
long to the Missionary Society, pray 
in prayer meeting, and be genuinely 
happy at intervals and yet have that 
within which causes us unrest in the 
next few days. We may preach the 
Gospel and preach with power, have 
a real interest in the unsaved, lead 
sinners to the altar, help pray them 
thru and still be unsanctified. Yet 
We may not be completely covered in 
the VESTURE dipped in blood. Nay, 
nay, I tell you no human attain- 
ments, or intellectualism, will satisfy 
our hungry souls, but “Blessed are 
they that do hunger and thirst after 
righteousness, for they SHALL BE 
FILLED.” God must turn His purify- 
ing. cleansing fountain of BLOOD on 
our hearts and purely purge away 
our every sin. The cold, indifferent 
formal Church goers may not have a 
longing for this perfect heart cleans- 
ing, but all they, who are loving 
Christ and keeping His command- 
ments, will have a ceaseless burning, 
heart-cry for this INWARD SOUL 
REST. This is promised only to those 
who have a perfect knowledge of 
sins forgiven, and who are NOW the 
sons of God. 

The very people to whom our text 
is addressed, were Christians but it 
would seem that their outward lives 
were abreast with the religious pro- 
fession they had made, for it is said, in 
writing to them, that God was not 
unrighteous to forget their work and 
labor of love which they had shown 
toward His name. They had _ been 
laboring for God and had been minis- 
tering to the saints who were in 
need, and all this sprang from true 
love for Him. It is plain that they 
were Christians. They were not back- 
slidden, but had an experience that 


-made them ensamples to all that be- 


lieved, but the faithful apostle was 
anxious for them. He said “LET US 
FEAR.” He was afraid they would 
come short of this SECOND REST. 
Folks today, are entering this sec- 
ond rest too easily, or seem to be. Oh 
God, do help us to make no mistake 
concerning this second rest. If we 
will look into the epistle we will find 
many strong exhortations to the peo- 
ple of God, to seek and obtain deep- 
er and fuller experiences. Peter ex- 
horted the brethren to seek an ex- 
perience that would make them holy 
in all manner of conversation. James 
exhorted them who were double 
minded, to seek a pure heart. John 
exhorts them to perfect love, which 
casteth out fear. The whole New Tes- 
tament teaches us to believe and ex- 
pect an uttermost salvation. Why was 
the writer of this epistle so concern- 





ed about those who already had an 
experience in the things of God? I 
believe if we will look a little far- 
ther, we will fing the cause of his 
anxiety. These people had something 
in them that would cause their hearts 
to spring a leak, tor did he not say, 
“We ought to give the more earnest 
heed to the things which we have 
heard, lest at any time we shouid 
let them slip?’ (Margin reading, as 
a leaking vessel). Remaining carnal- 
ity in any degree in the heart, makes 
it as a leaking vessel, so that in spite 
or our resolutions, joy and peace wiil 
leak out. Oh, who has not at some 
time, experienced a leakage of peace 
and joy? 

Then these people had something 
left in them, and lo, he said it was 
unbelief, and in the heart. Take 
heed brethren, lest there be in any of 
you an evil heart of unbelief in de- 
parting from the living God. In great 
revivals of today many of the con- 
verts soon depart from the living God. 
What is the trouble? Simply an evil 
heart of unbelief. He said they were 
full of hearing. Carnality makes peo- 
ple un-appreciative of spiritual things. 
Every preacher of full salvation will 
remember the vacant stare, the dis- 
interested look, the clouded face of 
many in his congregation to whom he 
was bringing a message of gospel sal- 
vation. When I hear an old time Gos- 
pel message of full salvation thru the 
BLOOD, backed up by the power of 
GRACE and love, [| know it on the 
spot. If you want me to sit still just 
preach trom the head, without the 
Blood on your soul, but if you expect 
me to shout, then get under the 
Blood. Every single child of God who 
has entered into this second rest, 
knows perfectly well what I am talk- 
ing about. 

I have been in meetings where the 
preacher was preaching under the 
power and unction of the Holy Ghost, 
and some one in the crowd woulg re- 
mark, “That kind of preaching makes 
me tired.” These folks are dull of 
hearing. 

People who have this second rest 
and are living right up in the Spirit 
are not continually asking the pastor, 
“Is it wrong to go there?” “Is_ it 
wrong to do this, or that?” for they 
have strong spiritual senses and can 
discern between good ang evil. 

This rest to which these people were 
exhorted to enter, was not and neith- 
er is it now in Heaven. Hymns have 
been written and sung that put this 
rest in the City of God. Sermons have 
been preached with earnestness and 
great eloquence, telling us that we 
must wait till we put off this mortal- 
ity and pass thru the gates in that 
great City before we can have full 
deliverance from sin ang have per- 
fect soul rest. Multitudes believe this 
and tell us that we must struggle on 
in our weak way and hold out till 
death comes to relieve us. 

There is some askance as to why 
I do not write or preach much on the 
Baptism with the Holy Ghost and 
speaking with tongues. It seems that 
more preachers preach on Pentecost- 
al Baptism, tongues etc. than they 


do on the Blood. It seems that 
a very few come our way 
who hold the blood as the only 


remedy for sin. I’m afraid some are 
jumping the blood, yet seem to get 
an experience, they seem to work 
them thru in some way, but it does 
not satisfy, they are not free, they 
lack this grand and glorious SOUL 
REST. They simply lack the experi- 
ence, and cannot tell you for a cer- 
tainty where they are. The blood mak- 
eth the atonement for the soul. With- 
out the shedding of blood there is not 
even remission of sins. God declares 
that we can have this second rest, 
this perfect soul rest, because the lit- 
tle man who wrote this epistle was 
enjoying the experience. We which 
have believed do enter into rest.” 
Surely he was not in Heaven while 
writing this letter, and yet he had this 
rest, this perfect SOUL REST, and 
now too, all who get anything from 
God, do so by BELIEF and as long as 
we sit back and say, “I don’t believe,” 
or “I have all that there is for me,” 
conditions will remain the same, 
peace and joy will be intermittent, 
and like a snow in June, as soon as 
the sun shines out it’s gone. This ex- 
perience I am writing about isn’t only 
promised. but we are commanded to 
tarry for it, not simply to learn a doc- 
trine or theory, but to tarry until it 
does come, until the work is wrought 
in our hearts. 

The followers of Moses got up one 
of those special entertainments while 
he was in the mount in prayer. They 
sat down to eat and drink and rose 
up to play. They were evidently hav- 
ing one of those hilarious times, for 
as he drew near he said, “It is not 
the voice of them who shout for mas- 
tery. neither is it the voice of them 
that cry for being overcome, but the 
noise of them that sing do I hear.” 
It was evident that they were having 
a private human affair. Oh yes, thev 
were dancing and shouting, but it was 
the result of human cheerfulness. 
Like those who have not entered into 
this glorious second REST, their 
cheerfulness is like a barometer, it 
roes up and down with the weather, 
hut when one enters this second rest, 
he will not need to carry around a 
thermometer to test his feelings to

as he begins to sing, “On Jordan’s 
stormy banks [ stana, and cast a 
wizhful eye, To Canaan’s fair and 
happy land; where my possessions 
lie.” I see the priests as they come up 
bearing the ark and just as soon as 
they put their feet in the water, I see 
old Jordan stop flowing, I see all the 
water above stand back while the 
people pass over to dry ground. 

We would like very much to follow 
the ark on for a few days but space 
will not permit. I am now a long 
ways from the killing of Uzzah and 
will be forced to leave out some real 
good things. So we shall leave 
the travel of Israel here and go over 
to 1 Sam. 4. Here we find Israel in 
a very great conflict with the Philis- 
tines. Israel’s loss was thirty thous- 
and footmen and the ark of Jehovah 
was also taken by the Philistines; but 
instead of it being a blessing unto 
them, it was a curse. We see them 
carrying the ark of God and setting it 
down before Dagon, their idol god. 
And in tue morning Lagon had fallen 
with his face to the ground. They set 
him up again and again. In the morn- 
ing they came in and found that 
Dagon had fallen with his face to 
the ground, his head and his hands 
were cut off, leaving nothing but the 
stump of Dagon. “Therefore nerther 
the priests of Dagon nor any that 
came into Dagon’s house tread on 
the threshold of Dagon in Ashdod un- 
to this day.” But the hand of God 
was heavy against them of Ashdod 
and He destroyed them and smote 
them with emerod, even Ashdod and 
the coast thereof. Then the men of 
Ashdod said, “The ark of the God of 
Israel shall not abide with us for His 
hand is sore upon us and upon Dagon, 
our god.” Every place they carried 
the ark of God—it proved to be a 
curse to them and the men _ were 
smitten and afflicted until at the end 


of seven months. they were desirous— 


of sending it back to Israe¥ As you 
see Israel had been without the ark 
of God for seven months and it had 
been said, “The glory is departed 
from Israel for the ark of God is 
taken.” 

But imagine how that one day Is 
rael was made to rejoice when a mes- 
senger came from the Philistines 
with the good news that the ark of 
God was coming back to them. We see 
King David with the chosen men of 
Israel going to bring back the ark of 
God. We see them as they get a new 
cart and set the ark upon it. Remem- 
ber, God had said that it should be 
carried; and now that they have de- 
parted just a little from His plan, 
trouble is drawing near. David and 
all the host of Israel played on all 
manner of instruments before the 
Lord, and when _ they 
Nachon’s thréeshing-floor, Uzzah put 
forth his hand to steady the ark which 
was shaken by the oxen. Then the 
anger of the Lord was kindled against 
Uzzah and the Lord smote him for 
his error and he died by the ark. 

So it pays to obey God at any cost. 
Poor Uzzah thought that he was doing 
good but God had said that the ark 
was not to be touched by the hands, 
80 no matter how good Uzzah’s in- 
tentions, his life was lost. 

But now, the ark of the Lord is 
gone, we haven’t one piece of the 
gold that overlaid the ark, we haven’t 
a splinter of the wood, nor one of 
the poles; but I fear we have many 
people like Uzzah yet today. Even 
now in the days of the Holy Ghost 
some say it is no harm for one to 
have two living companions, another 
says it is no harm for me to go to 
dances, bathing beaches, shows and 
other places of worldly amusement. 
Another says it is no harm for me to 
dip, chew and smoke; while others 
say it is no harm for us to wear bob- 
bed hair and bobbed dresses. Still 
another says we can beat our groc- 
ery bills, house rent ang doctor bills; 
but don’t forget that God _ killed 
Uzzah for a less wrongful deed than 
any of these. But thank the dear Lord 
we have no such customs in the 
Church of God. 

We are living in the days when the 
eyes of the people seem to be shaded. 
They fail to see the Word of God 
as it is. We are living in the last 
days with sin and the devil on every 
hand; but remember the Word says, 
“Where sin doth abound, grace doth 
much more abound.” 

So let everyone do his best for the 
God of Israel and His Church, and 
live in the way He said for us to live, 
so that we may be blessed by His 
hand. Ask Him to help us to live lives 
that will be pleasing to Him and that 
our deeds may be such that we will 
be blessed and not killed. 

May the richest blessings of Him, 
the God and Father of our Lord Je- 
sus Christ, and the power and bless- 
ings of the precious Holy Ghost rest 
upon all who read this.
